WASHINGTON. Jan. G—Upholding the constitutionality of 


tho most vital section of the Volstead enforcement law the Su- 
preme Court today declared that 2.75 per cent beer and other near 
boors cannot be sold under war time prohibition. 


The important feature of the decision is that the.court up- 


held the action of Congress in presenting the sale of all beer con- 
taining 1-2 of 1 per cent or more of alcohol by volume, with the 
exception of home made cider and wine.
